rightful position among the 
communities 
of the world,

S is so often the case 

when .two opposing theo- 
ries present themselves, 
the whole truth is probably 
contained in neither, but 
lies somewhere midway be- 
tween the two. The Ger. 
mans indeed have many 
Good qualities, and have 
contributed their fair share 
to our Civilisation as it 
exists. The outbreak of the 
present war and every 
step that led up to it can be 
directly attributed to the 
policy of Herr Hitler and his 
satellites. ; 

If this were the first time 
that Germany had plunged 
Europe into war the Ger- 
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man people might perhaps again 


be acquitted of any compli- 
city in the crime, but-un- 
fortunately the German 
people cannot put forward 
the plea of the first offen- 
der. Five times within the 
memory of living’ men has 
Prussia let loose war in 
Europe. The war against 
Denmark of 1864, the war 
against Austria of 1866, the 
war against France of 1870, 
the Great War of 1914, and 
the war of 1939,

N-every occasion Prussia 
has been the guilty 
party; on every occasion the 
German people have sprung 
to arms at the bidding of 
whoever happened to be in 
control at the time, and 
have fought either until 
they were victorious or un- 
til they were defeated. They 
cannot persuade any im-. 
partial student that it was 
all the fault of Bismarck or 
all the fault of the Emperor 
William IT, or all the fault of 
Herr Hitler. There must be 
something wrong with the 
people themselves who can 
tolerate the kind of Govern- 
ment that at regular inter- 
vals brings about the same 
kind of catastrophe. i 
Those who have any doubt. 
as to whether there is some 
quality that profoundly dif. 
ferentiates the Germans 
from other nations have only 
to ask themselves the sim- 
ple question whether they 
can imagine either the Eng- 
lish or the French tolerating 
for six years a Nazi regime.

This is not to say 
that the Germans are in ail 
respects worse than other 
men. It is merely to define 
their particular failing. 
SOME men may be more 
liable to catch colds 
than. others, some may suf- 
fer from rheumatism, others 
from asthma. It is the 
duty of the physician, who 
has studied’ the patient’s 
constitution and diagnosed 
his frailty,: to take such 
steps as may be possible to 
guard against it. Similarly, 
it should: be the task of 
European statesmen, having

The "Confessional" Church, 
nye it has now come.to be called, ix 
perhaps the only department of 
German life which Hitler — tins 
either fnlled to brenk, or to bend 
16 his will and purpose. 

Future ages will undoubtedly look 
back to the present struggle between 
Church and State fn Germany ar 
the most important event in Church 
History since the’ * Protestant Re- 
formation .of Mortin Luther four 
hundred and fifty years ago. For 
however much the fundamental nims 
of the stragye may be hidden under 
the stre of contemporary events, 
lo those who know even roughly 
what is taking place, the real issue 
ix plain. The conflict Is between 
Christianity on the one hand, and 
Paganism on the other. The Ger- 
man “Confessional” Church is tight- 


ing not only for Its own indepen- ~ 


dence now, but for the welfare of 
humanitysin the fufure. 

Why should there be contention be- 
tween Church and State Jn Germany 
to-day, and why should a mun of 
such proved and ardent patriotism 
as Martin Niemoller be languishing 
ut this moment in solitary  conflne- 
ment in a concentration camp, un- 
able te be visited by his frlends? 


The Twenty 
Eight’ Churches 


To understand ‘the origin of the 
struggle, one has to go back to Hit- 
ler’s ndvent to power in 1b93, At 
that time there war not ene Protes- 
tant Church in Germiny. There 
were twenty eight. This was an ine 
herltance of the Lutheran Reforino- 
tion, a time when Germany hud 
been composed of twenty eight petty 
princedoms, cach a remicindepen- 
dent unit as far us government was 
concerned, The prince or duke of 
each state was “ipse facta’ head of 
the Church in his own territory. 

Ht was this fact which hud kept the 
I'rotestant Church, of Gerinany 
feporate communion although dif 
ferences of creed, doctrine and forms 
of worshlp were compnratively 
slight. When the" petty states of 
Germany were united under ‘one 
central government, the Churches 
retained — their old independent 
status. ‘They themselves — realised 
the wealcness caused Dy this lack of 
unity, and attempts to remedy the 
matter had been tried, but without 
any grewt sttceess, desplte the fact 
that the will-to unite was strong. 

Now, Nazl-tsm, like all other to- 
talitarian creeds, is n highly cen- 
tralised form of government, deo 
manding not only unity, bul a unity 
which makes for co-ordination of ull 
activittes to state. The — frst 
step in the Nazi programme as far as 
Church wag naturally the union of 
the 26 churches, and this was ae 
complished with little difficulty, to 
the. mutual gratliicution of Chureh 
and Stute. So far so goud., 

But now the real .dificulty arose,

proclaim the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

They relected the deification of the 
State Gvwhich was implicit: Ino the 
policy of the Germun Christian 
Party} and insisted the State could 
not dominate men’k conscience with- 
out itself becoming un-Christian. 

fn the frst reund of the struggle, 
the Confessional Group were vite 
forious, and were uble to elect thoir 
nominee as Head of the Protestant 
Church of Germany. The defented 
candidate was a certain Army Chap- 
lain-General, named = Muller, who 
was a personal friend of Hitler's. 
But obviously, if the Nazi Philosophy 
of Government were to be supreme, 
the matter could nut be allowed to 
rest there. Only a Chureh ound oa 
Church Leader who would act as the 
willing tool of the State, could pos- 
sibly receive the Nazi blessing.

Worst Fears 


Under  Muller’s  Jeadership the 
worst fears of the Confessional Party 
s scen to-be  justined. Through 
ure from the more extreme cle- 
ments of his party, Reich Bishop 
Muller favoured a movement which 
desired the abolition of the Old 
Testement from Christian usage, the 
retention of those parts only of the 
New Testament which were in hur- 
mony with National Soclalismn, the 
discard of all Pauline influence in 
Christian doctrine, and above al}, 
delinite anti-Semitic programme. 

Such an xetion wasn direct chal- 
lenge to the epoositiun, who in reply 
formed a Pastors' Emergency League 
(The .sced from which the Confes- 
sional Church was later to grow.) 
This Pastors’ Emergency League 
issued a manifesto, which was read 
in 1,509 pulplts in Germany. The 
concluding words of the manifesto 
were taken from Luther's Augsburg 
Confession, rend, “If the bishops 
teach and ordain anything whieh 
conflicis with the gospel, we ‘have 
God's commandment not to’ obey 
them.” The battle was now open 
and declured, , 

Every possible diMculty was put 
in the way. of the party opposing

The obituary notices of Sigmund 
Freud, who died the other day, 
while paying wholehearted tribute 
to a great man (whom we refused, 
by the way, to make into a. nie 
turalised British citizen), had little 
to say on what ts, in my view, the 
most important aspect of his worl, 
the possibility which Freud's theor- 
jes open up of so remoulding human 
nature that man’s aggressive ime 
pulses will no longer find a -neces- 
sary vent In war. 

Let me explain, The essence of 
Freud's discovery—it was nothing 
less — is very simple. Just os the 
larger part of an Iccberg ts hivisible 
because below the surface of the. seu; 
so the more important part of the 
mind is normally Inaccessible: because 
below the threshold of consciousness. 

oreover just as the currents to 
whieh the invisible part of the ice- 
berg fs exposed determine the -move- 
ments of the visible part, co what 
goes.on in the unconsclous part of 
the mind largely. determines what 
takes place in consclousness.

Freud's conception of the human 
interlor may be llkeried to two 
families . dwelling upon different 
floors of the same house.’ The family 
on the frst floor, which is the abode 
of the consclous celf, are respectable, 
orderly, law-abiding folk, whose ob- 
ject is to keep themselves to them- 
selves, and to stand well with thelr 
nelghbours. The ground floor, the 
unconsclous, is occuplod by a much 
larger and wholly © disreputable 
fernly.

This policeman ts called the censor. 
It is his business to prevent any of 
the unruly elements in the uncon- 
sclous, of which the conscious self 
would feel ashamed, from obtaining 
access to the conscious. 

Sometimes, however, he js unable 
completely to bar. the way, and the 
unconsclous desire succeeds in 
making its way up and appearing in 
the conscious. In this latter event, 
however, the censor usually manages 
to purify the unconsclous desire in 
the course of transit. 

This process of purifying uncon- 
scious elements which subsequently 
appear in consciousness ts known as 
“sublimation.”

So much for the general picture! 
What of its practical . application? 
Much of Freud's {ost important 
work, wag done In. conrection with 
soldiers who were:dhell-shocked dur- 
ing the last war. Shell-shocked 
soldiers were found!to suffor from a 
great variety of ditturbing symptoms. 
The most obviouy was complete loss 


‘of memory, but there were all man- 


ner of other disabilities, ranging 
from sudden fits vf rage and moods 
of continuous depression to inability 
to cross the road, nervous twitching 
of the fact, fenr of dark corridors, 
and so forth. Pn 
Prior to Freud, !t had been usually 
supposed that tha symptoms were 
due to some bodily injury. Freud 
showed that the cause . was Usu! 
psychological; it was, that is to say, 
an affectiqn of the mind. 
‘A dreadful event, for example, the 
experience of being continu: z 
uncone.

He hos already accomplished the 
Bolshevisation of Eastern Poland and 
he has made the Bolshevisation of 
the ald Prussian provinces enst of the 
Ethe a close’ probability. 


. A German victory—tf such a thing 
were possible-—would compel Rus- 
sla to speed up her propoganda; it 
would be greatly assisted by Nazi ar- 
rogunce and the ruthless exploitation 
of the alten races subject to Its sway. 
A long-drawn out war,  whielt 
would put an unbearable strain 
on the German people, and an even 
wreater one on its alien subjects, 
would lead tothe same result, Only a 
speedy collapse of the Hitler regime, 
and the rise of a new Germany is 
sure to stop il, and this may not come 
nbout very quickly.

YOUNG FRENCH SOLDIERS on the Western 
Front stood around the bodies of two Gorman 


infantrymen to-day

Our visit—the first by foreign war t.their shells burst

It brought us inte Germany, where 
the French have penetrated us far 
as the outskirts of the $ fried Line.

Both were about twenty. Both were 
clad in the fleld grey of the uld Ger- 
man Army, like thelr fathers twenty 
years ago. Thelr belts and buckles 
bore the slogan; “Gott omit uns" 
(God Js «with us"),

FEEBLE REPLY 


We nlso ntood to-day beside a tiny 
Kroup of French graves ine a ceme- 
tery beside the Mnginot Line. And 
we thought that no peace alfensive 
can suceeed now because the war 
has ymined too much momentum, 

‘The first sight of the Maginot Line 
convinced both layman and expert 
that It could never be broken by any 
inilltary: power, 

We watched a French artillery of- 
fensive from an advanee post where 
we could see shells landing on a crest 
called Klareichen, from which the 
Germans were shooting at the vi- 
lage of Bisten-—just captured by the 
French. 

The first salvo startled a farm deg 
into panie-stricken flight across the 
ficlds. . 

Soon all along our sector the 
French guns were roaring. The Ger- 
mons replied, but feebly. Two of 


in the road just 
after we left. Then we came to the 
German frontier post at Gemelnde 
Lauterbach. It was strange te go past 
n German Custom house without 
showlng a passport and without o 
German visa. 

It stood empty und wrecked from 
inside by a German mine which hid 
been intended to kill Frenchmen 
when they opened the door, 

With some French oflicers we 
walked atong ja road marked "Ver~ 
botener Weg" (forbidden road) und 
picked up fragments of Germun 
copy books with expense accounts 
for the troops written In Gothic 
script. 

At this section of the front in the 
Warndt Forest the French penctrated 
deepest. This was MMlustrated when 
our car stopped and French soldiers 
told‘us of n fent of arms performed 
yesterday by one of thelr comrades: 

“One of our boys, Private Thome- 
ret, was carrying a container of 
coffee. He had a sub-machine gun 
over his shoulder, but nover dream- 
ed of meeting any Germans because 
he was at the edge of his own camp, 

‘GREAT ACTIVITY’ 

“Suddenly he saw twenty yards 
away u file of about forty men. He 
war about to hall them when he suw 
they were Germans, At the same mo- 
ment the Germans saw him. © 

“While he was reaching for his 
gun they threw a hand-grenade 
which knocked down our boy and 
wounded him in four places. Never 
mind. Thomeret fell on hia stomach 
and sot his machine gun working. 

“He killed three Germans and the 
other thirty-seven ran. That is what 
hus ‘happened. One Frenchman 
against forty Germans. ‘ 

That {is the spirit of the French 
Army to-day. 

And that fs the sort of fighting 
that goes on when you read com- 
muniques like that issued to-night” 
by the French General Staff: “Sud- 
den enemy attacks were repulsed cust 

at othe river «Moselle and cust 
of the river Saar, Artillery continued 
to be active on both sides.”
